Conflicting Reports as to Ex- 
tent of Shutdown in 
Other States.

CHICAGO, March 31.—Today is 
the last of the truce under whica 
bituminous coal mines in the cen- 
tral district have operated for tue 
last year. Tomorrow it is expected 
that most of the 400 mines in op- 
eration in Illinois will be closed. 

Contradictory claims of opera- 
tors and miners regarding the ex- 
tent of the shutdown came from 
different sections. The miners 4+s- 
serted that many of the fields in 
the district, which includes Iil.- 
nois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Mis.

From.the prejudiced viewpoint of 
a@ reader who happened to know 
something about the history con- 
cerned—cspecially Western his- 
tory—the work must have seemed 
ridiculously inaccurate, as it did to 
this wrifer at the time and as he 
very foolishly took the trouble to 
‘point out. But now that Mr. 
Creel’s method is further exempli- 
fied in the new masterpiece here 
presented. one sees the mistake in 
such a judgment. What seemed 
ignorance was not that at all; it 
was originality. 

Judging by an article that ap- 
pears in the curent number of 
Bunker’s Monthly, the Magazine of 
Texas, it would seem that others 
have fallen into the error of judg- 
ing Mr. Creel’s creative genius by 
merely factual standards. The .r 
ticle is entitled, “The Impertinence 
of Mr. Creel,” and its purpose is 
to show that Mr. Creel’s life of 
Sam Houston is an “ill-digested 
it is a very amus- 
ing article, in that the author, Pet- 


er Molyneaux, a mere authority on 
Texas history, actually ‘takes it for 
granted that history ought to deal 
with facts, and pages are devou.e-l 
to the task of pointing out how 
little Mr. Creel actually knows 
about Sam Houston. “Mr. Creel,” 
says Mr. Molyneaux, “not only 
gives an altogether grotesque 
picture of Sam Houston, adopting 
th ther cheap method of de. 
er & most of the other char- 
acters of the story, in the appar- 
ent belief that his h*®ro is thus ex- 
alted, but his whole setting is 
wrong, the whole background of 
Texas and Mexican history is dis- 
torted and untrue. * * Mr. Creel’s 
account of the events which led up 
to the Texas war of independence 
is not even a caricature of the 
truth. For a good caricature .noust 
follow the general lines of truth, 
and Mr. Creel’s narrative does no* 
even approach doing this.” 

Mr. Molyneaux not only says 
such things, he proves them r.- 
tiently, point by point; and when 
he has done this, he makes the fo!- 
lowing remarks: “I have passed 
over many of Mr. Creel’s errors. 
but I have said enough, I think, 
and adequately supported what 1 
have said, to show that my state- 
ment at the outset is not over-se- 
vere. Decidedly, Mr. Creel’s book 
is an impertinence. Throughout 
he writes of matters about which 
he is not sufficiently informed to 
warrant his writing about them at 
all. He could have no comprehen- 
sion of the character of the task 
he was undertaking, and his book 
contains no evidence that he in- 
vestigated the matter sufficiently 
to obtain even a suspicion of the 
character of that task. The num- 
erous errors of which he is guil- 
ty are so grievous, and the prob- 
ability is so great that, because of 
his standing with the public, he 
will obtain a respectful hearing .»>r 
them, that both the length and the 
severity of this article are abund- 
antly justified.” . 

No doubt to one who is pre- 
judiced by an exact knowledge of 
the historical facts involved, Mr. 
Molyneaux’s article will seem de- 
vastating. But it must be remem 
bered that Mr, Molyneaux is a 
mere expert on Texas history and 
that he shows not a spark or orig- 
inality.

The new proposal 
'Minister Briand is that the signa- 
| tory Powers of such a multi-lateral 
‘treaty “while not prejudicing their 
rights of legitimate defense within 
‘the frame work of existing trea- 
‘ties should make a solemn declara- 
| tion condemning recourse to war as 
an instrument of national policy, 
or in other words, as a means of 
earrying out their own spontaneous, 
independent policy.”

GET WEEDS OUT OF THE LAWN 


E ARLY pring is the best time to 
attend to weeding the lawn, 
when the dandelions and plan- | 
tains, the worst pests, first start in- 
to growth and the ground is soft. 
If they are pulled or dug out at 
this time much of the trouble they 
usually give during the summer 
will be removed and fertile sourées 
of spreading by seeds will also be 
removed. 

Weeding devices are now sold 
which yank up taprooted plants 
very handily and readily without 
digging the lawn up sufficiently to 
disfigure it. A few minutes each 
day getting rid of troublesome 
weeds will go a long way towards 
getting the lawn into shape. Grass 
will run out a great many of the 
weeds, but plantain and dandelion 
patches hold their own against the 
best of aod. Later in the year sul- 
phate of fron may be sprayed up- 
on broad-leaved plants for their 
destruction without damage to the 
grass, It will disfigure it for a 
‘whort time, but it returns with a 
renewed vigor after its iron tonic. 


After weeding the lawn go over 
it with grass seed and sprinkle it 
Mberally where the weed colonies 


‘pave been dug out, rolling the 


patches smooth or tamping 
dowm firmly if no roller is ayail- 
able. The new grass will soon fill 
up the spaces where the weeds 
have been removed. 

Too much emphasis cannot be 
placed upon the necessity of fur- 
nishing the lawn with a good 
dressing of fertilizer each spring as 
soon as the frost is out of the 
ground and the grass starts turn- 
ing green. This early application 
is likely to be a big factor in the 
success or failure of the lawn dur- 
ing the summer months. After the 
preliminary and thorough raking 
with an fron-toothed garden rake, 
sprinkle the fertilizer and let the 
clippings remain upon the grass 
in later mowings to work down 
among the roots and act as mulch 
during the hot and trying days of 
midsummer. 

Rolling the lawn as soon as the 
frost is well out of the ground is 
another step that should not be 
neglected if a level velvety surface 
is desired. A bumpy lawn can 
never be velvety and freezing and 
thawing leave bumps.
